Agreement 
for fish 
hatchery 
approved

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners approved a management 
agreement that will keep the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery open to the public. 

The board, at a mecting last week, 
approved an agreement with Dan Vogler, 


. the owner and general manager from the 


Harrietta Hills Trout Farm, to keep the his- 
toric landmark open for tourism. 

In March, the Grayling Recreation 
Authority (GRA), which has operated the 
fish hatchery for several years, informed 
the board it no longer wanted to oversee 
operations there because it was a losing 
financial proposition. 

Vogler said the hatchery is already regis- 
tered with the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ) as an aqua- 
culture operation. The deed restrictions that 
the Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) have placed on the property should 
also be cleared since the hatchery will be 
operated just like it was by GRA staff this 
season. 

Vogler said other permits will not be 
required from the state since only 20,000 
pounds of fish will be reared at the hatchery 
this year. 

There may be slight hikes on entrance 
fees with a focus on selling food to feed the 
trout as well as concessions. 

“If we’re going to run Disney Land north, 
the more visitors we can get the better,” 
Vogler said. 

Rainbow trout, some brook trout and 
brown trout will be raised at the hatchery. 

Vogler entered into the agreement with 
the county with hopes of bringing it back 
up to full capacity. He said as much as 
200,000 to 500,000 pounds of fish could be 
produced at the hatchery.

Troops practice maneuvering bridges at Camp Grayling

In about the same time it takes a short 
order cook to prepare a meajJ, Michigan 
National Guard troops can assemble a 
bridge in combat capable of floating across 
the water carrying heavy equipment and 
supplies. 

Members of the 1437th Multi Role 
Bridge Company, which is based out of 
Sault Ste. Marie, are currently at Camp 
Grayling for their two-week annual train- 
ing. 

After completing required weapons qual- 
ifying on Camp Graying’s ranges, the 89 
soldiers of the unit began practicing assem- 
bling bridges. . 

The bridges the troops trained with 
include dry land and ribbon bridges, which 
can be assembled and floated across water. 

“We're trying to stager each day and get 
a little bit of training on each,” said Master | 
Sgt. David Remyszewski. 

Last week, ribbon bridges were floated 
off the beach at Camp Graying and out into 
the waters of Lake Margrethe. 

Ribbon bridges include four sections, 
which are attached with pins and latches, 

“It folds up and looks like a big old loaf 
or bread,” said Sgt. Steven Hank, a mem- 
ber of the 1437th Multi Role Bridge 


Huge trucks back up to the shore, where 
the bridges unfold, and then they are 
assembled by MK2 bridge crection boats. 

The bridges can be located end-to-end to 
cross waters. 

“You can put them together indefinitely,” 
Hank said, 

During training last week, trucks used to 
haul the bridges and the crection boats, 
were transported on the bridge they put 
together on Lake Margrethe. 

The bridges allow two-lane traffic for 
civilian vehicles and one-lane traffic for 
larger military vehicles including MIAI 
tanks. 

“These can take the biggest stuff we 
have,” Hank said.

A jury found Thayer 
guilty of violating the 
Michigan Campaign 


Finance Act after a one-day 
trial held on Jan. 28, 2011. 

46th Circuit Court Judge 
Dennis F, Murphy affirmed 
the jury’s criminal convic- 
tion. 

The issue during the trial 
was whether Thayer used a 
city computer in his office 
at the Grayling City Hall to 
e-mail former Grayling City 
Council Member Tom 
Wellman. The attachment to 
the e-mail, sent on Sept. If, 
2009, included statements 
Wellman used in a cam- 
paign brochure for his failed 
bid for re-election. 

Mary Chartier, a Lansing 
appeals lawyer, argued that 
Thayer was not acting on 
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behalf of the city, was on his 
personal time and was not 
using exclusive city 
resources. She also said 
Thayer’s right to a fair trial 
was denied due to a failure 
to provide the computer for 
an independent analysis by 
experts. 

Attorneys also argued 
that an exception to the 
campaign finance law 
should apply to Thayer 
since a computer is made 
available for public use in 
the lobby at the Grayling 
City Hall. 

In his opinion, Murphy 
said the jury was correct in 
deciding the disputed points 
and credibility of the testi- 
mony in the case since 
Thayer was the only one 
who had access to his e- 
mail account and the com- 
puter in his office. 

The Grayling City 
Council placed Thayer on a 
paid administrative leave on 
Feb. 1}, 2010. His contract 
was terminated with the city 
on May 24, 2010, and he 
was arrested for the cam- 
paign violation charge the 
next day. Other misde- 
meanor charges that Thayer 
faced were dismissed in 
October 2010. 

Thayer worked for the 
city for about three and a 
half year. He maintains that 
a small group of people, 
who did not want to be 
involved with his leadership 
of the community, sought to 
ouster him from his posi- 


tion, | 

“The whole scenario is 
just so unfortunate,” he 
said, 

Thayer said he was not 
shocked with the decision 
from the three justicies. 

. “It seemed to me that this 
case would have had mean- 
ing statewide,” he said. “Tt 
was very clear to me that 
they did not want to upset 
the applecart by going 
through the process to take 
a look at this case and deter- 


_ mine how the law applies.” 


. Thayer } tioved _ from 
Grayling td Garden in the 
Upper Peninsula last 
December. He has been 
seeking employment since 
he was terminated. 

“I’m looking at al! occu- 
pations,” he said. 

Thayer, 59, said he is 
having difficulty getting 
considered for a job due to 
his age and the assumption 
that he. would not stay in a 
position long enough before 
retirement. 

“That’s part of the ramifi- 
cations now,” he said. 

Thayer, who learned of 
the Michigan Court of 
Appeals decision last week, 
said he authorized Chartier 
to file for an application to 
appeal the case to the 
Michigan Supreme Court. 

“I don’t know if they’re 
going to find merit, but at 
least we’re going to take 
that chance,” Thayer said.

While the number of 
crashes, injuries and fatali- 
ties on roads in Michigan 
were down from the year 


before, 2011 statistics 
released by the Michigan 
Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) 


indicate that fatal crashes 
involving bicyclists are dis- 
proportionally high. 

Last year, there were 
1,885 reported crashes 
involving bicyclists in 
Michigan resulting in 1,479 
injuries and 24 fatalities. 
Although the number of 
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fatalities is down 17 percent 
(there were 29 fatalities in 
2010), fatal crashes involv- 
ing bicyclists remains dis- 
proportionately high com- 
pared to other roadway 
users or crash types. 
“While this data suggests 
some improvement over 
2010, drivers must remain 
focused at all times when 
they get behind the wheel. 


Even one death is too 
many,” said State 
Transportation Director

nel. Roughly 15,000 peo- 
ple already show their sup- 
port for the organization, 
and the Office of Sheriff, as 
citizen members, 

Sheriff Wakefield hopes 
that the letter he recently 
sent to thousands of area 
homes will yield many new 
members for his profession- 
al association. “When times 
are tough, we need the help 
of the public more than 
ever. Your support helps us 
to respond more quickly 
and more effectively in our 
protection of the public.” 

MSA never solicits funds 
by telephone. “If a telemar- 
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keter says they are from the 
Michigan Sheriffs’ 
Association, you should 
know immediately that he 
or she is lying,” said MSA 
Executive Director Terrence 
L. Jungel. “Our decision to 
avoid telemarketing was 
deliberate. Unfortunately, 
the efforts of a few hurt our 
legitimate attempts to sup- 
port your Sheriff.” 

If you receive a fraudu- 
lent telemarketing call, 
remember as much detail as 
possible, including the date 
and time of the call and who 
they claim to represent. 
Organizations with similar 
sounding names can often- 
times be mistaken for one 
another.

“We are looking for ways 
to increase our production, 
recognizing that the primary 
public interest of the county 
is to keep the facility open 
for recreational tourism and 
historical interpretation,” 
Vogler said. 

Restoring the fish hatch- 
ery to full production would 
require a National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination per- 
mit to make sure materials 
from the facility is not 
released into the AuSable 
River. 

Harrietta Hills Trout 
Farm, which was built in the 
1940s, is located on Slagle 
Creek, which is a high qual- 
ity trout fishing steam in 
northwest Michigan. 

Although Harrietta Hills 
Trout Farm, located about 
20 miles east of Cadillac, 
does not promote itself as a 
tourist destination, it does 
receive a fair amount of vis- 
itors who spend a lot of time 
there.

“They’re fascinated by 
the volume of fish that is in 
a commercial production 
facility,” Vogler said, 

Vogler will manage and 
have trout at the hatchery 
year round. His son, Ethan 
Vogler, will be the general 
manager and site manager. 

Vogler, who heads a 
statewide association for 
aquaculture operators, is 
willing to have the hatchery 
open to the public outside of 
the tourism season and for 
special visits. 

“T’m looking for opportu- 
nities on a number of fronts 
to interface with the public 
and to have a constructive 
exchange,” he said. 

With proper signage and 
promotion, Vogler said he 
hopes to bring people who 


come through the hatchery — 


back up to recerd numbers 
like they were in the 1990s, 
That was welcome news 


to Crawford County 
Commissioner Shelley 
Pinkelman.

“A lot of people drive 

through and don’t even 
know it’s there,” Pinkelman 
said. 
* Rick Anderson, vice 
chairman for the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, raised the 
possibility of having a fish 
production facility in 
Grayling. 

Vogler said all! fish from 
the Harrietta Hills Trout 
Farm are taken to Superior 
Foods in Grand Rapids. The 
trout is then distributed to 
restaurants and — stores 
throughout the Midwest. 

Vogler said having a pro- 
duction facility in Graying 
is not out of the realm of 
possibilities. 

“We’re making a leap to 
try to engage an opportunity 
as it appears,” he said. “The 
production capacity of the 
hatchery is enormous.” 

Vogler said the manage- 
ment agreement would 
serve in the best long-term 
interest for the fish hatchery. 


“Having the facility in 
full production is probably 
the best thing that can hap- 
pen for that facility because 
that means we’re going to 
have to keep it up,’ Vogler 
said. 

In 1914, Grayling lumber 
baron Rasmus Hanson pur- 
chased land on the AuSable 
River, collected donations 
from friends and local fish- 
ermen and established the 
private hatchery where they 
hoped to raise grayling from 
eggs and release them into 
the wild, 

Hanson and his friends 
failed to save the native fish, 
whose habitat was 
destroyed by floating logs 
down the river to local lum- 
ber mills, but their work 
with brook and brown trout 
succeeded. 

Grayling residents banded 
together in the early 1980s 
and received permission 
from the DNR to open the 
hatchery after it had been 
closed for several years.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE LOVELLS TOWNSHIP ZONING ORDINANCE 


Section 3.10 of the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance is hereby repealed in its entire- 
ty and is hereby replaces with the following Section 3.10, which in its entirety as follows: 


SECTION 3.10 - MOBILE HOMES ON INDIVIDUAL LOTS OR PARCELS

out the prior completion of necessary site preparation, electrical service, water service, 
sewage disposal, perimeter footings, and anchoring per the manufacturers specifica- 


C. The mobile home shall not be occupied as a dwelling unless a Certificate of 
Occupancy has been issued by the Director, Crawford County Building and Zoning 


D,. Amobile home shall not be used as an accessory bullding. 


E. A mobile home(s) shall not be stored on any lot or parcel within Lovells Township,
